From these pictures you get a clear 


Idea of the manner in which the war 
correspondents live during a campaign. 
It Is their business to travel with tho 
advance division if thoy wish to see 
the lighting. 
But army officers are 


singularly reticent as to future move- 
ments, and so the correspondent must 
be ready to strike camp ami move to 
the front at any hour. 


The Journalistic nobleman just men- 


tioned Is n most interesting chap. The 
earl's wife was formerly the Hon. XIu- 


frlel Brassey, a daughter of Lord Bras- 
Bey, the governor of Victoria, Austra- 
lia. He Is of a roving and adventurous 
nature and, although only 30 years of 


The men who are gathering" war 


news in South Africa are facing diffi- 
culties and dangers which -make their 
task anything but au enviable one. 
Most of them are attached to the Eng- 
lish forces. There nre several reasons 
for this. In the first pla.ce, the ma- 
jority of them represent English Jour- 
nals. In the second place, the means 
of communication, limited as they are 
by British press censors, are much bet- 
ter than from the Boer side of the con- 
flict. 


Of course the rigid censorship pre- 


aents the chief difficulty to the war 
correspondents who follow the BritUh

age, has made himself well known by 
private yachting expeditions undertak- 
en on his own account aud as the com- 
mander of a pearl fishery expcditiuu 
which was exceptionally successful 
and called forothe exercise of consid- 
erable ability.

Mr. E. P. Knight, who represents The 
Morning Post. He was wounded at 
Belmout quite seriously aud is now at 
Cape Town. His right arm has been 
amputated, and his recovery is expect- 
ed. 


Mr. Knight was stationed in Cuba 


during the Spanish-American war us 
correspondent for The Times! He has 
been a war correspondent for the past 
30 years and is also au author of re- 
pute. His experiences include service 
during the Huuza Naza trouble, the 
Matabele war, the French war iu Mad- 
agascar, the Greco-Turkish war and 
the Sudan campaign. 


Mr. Milton Prior Is the representa- 


tive of the Loudou Sketch, but has 
been for over 30 years principally iden- 
tified with The illustrated London 
News. 
He has 'been Iu more cam- 


paigns than any living English jour- 
nalist. 


Mr. Frederick Vllllers Is an artist 


war correspondent known all over the 
•world. He is now In Africa for The 
Sketch and was formerly with The 
Graphic. His experiences Include the 
Servian war, the Russo-Turklsh war, 
Abu Klea, the Chlno-Japanese war, 
the Greco-Russian 
war and many 


others. 


Mr. W. F. Maud, who represents The 


Dally Graphic, Is an Interesting per- 
sonality. He likewise Is an artist cor- 
respondent and a globe trotter. 


Mr. George Lynch has gone to'the 


Transvaal for The Illustrated London 
News. He has worked In Cuba with 
Stephen Crane and has had remarka- 
ble adventures for so young a man. 


These are the leading British war 


correspondents. There are also a num- 
ber of American journalists in the 
field. Among them are Julian Ralph, 
•who Is writing for Harper's Weekly; 
James Barnes, who represents The 
Outlook, and several others. They are 
daring dangers and suffering priva- 
tions In order that they may tell ui 
th* «tory of tbe war. 
with a seat at an officers' mess, a tent 
and a servant, it is often desirable that 
the correspondent shall move inde- 
pendently of the particularly body to 
which he is attached. 


So most of the w« correspondents 


now at the front are supplied with a 
campaign kit. Thn first requisite is 
wirai.18 known as a "Gape CM*." This 
lBv.a.jtoutly bttllt two whealed Tehlcle, 
It haa a cover something like an old 
fashioned chatw. The body Is ample 
enough to hold a large 'stock, of provi- 
sions and forage. It Is called a "Ciipe 
cart" because it Is the favorite vehicle 
used in Cape Colony. It will

lines. The cable has been practically 
closed to them. Their only resource Is 
the malls. This means, that when their 
letters get into print the events about 
which they write are fully a month old. 


Then there are the dangers. Only by 


exercising the greatest caution can a 
war correspondent keep out of the 
danger line. True, he cau sit on a hill- 
side two or throe miles away from the 
firing line and watch the movement 
of tlie .troops through ills fleldglassea, 
but this is au unsatisfactory manner 
of viewing a battle. 


Most of the correspondents are brave 


men, just as willing to take their 
chances inside the danger line in the 
pursuit of news as are the soldiers 
who hope to win promotion at the risk 
of their lives. Aud this is what they 
do. 
Only the other day there cam* 


the news o£ tlie killing of one war 
correspondent tmd tho capture of an- 
'ither. They wore Australian journal- 
ists who had accompanied the colo- 
nial troops into battle. 


When he is repelling an attack, the 


Boer cannot mu'Ue nice distinctions 
between combatants and uoncombat- 
ants. He assumes that any one who 
advances on the spot where he is in- 
trenched Is an enemy, aud he acts ac- 
cordingly. You can hardly blame him. 


Mr. Steeveus, one of the best known 


war correspondents In the world, late- 
ly died in Ladysmlth of fever contract- 
ed by reason of his long confinement 
tn that besieged city. The capture aud 
escape of Winston Churchill, another 
war correspondent, are well known In- 
cidents. Tho Boers treated him as a 
prisoner of war In spite of his journal- 
istic professions. 


All this goes to show that a war cor- 


respondent must take the same chances 
as the soldier. This he does without 
complaint and without hope of unusual 
reward. No Victoria cross awaits him. 
If he /is killed, no oue pensions hia 
widow. 


In order to become an authorized 


war correspondent attached to the 
British army the candidate first faces 
a formidable kuot of red tape. To un- 
tie this he presents himself at the Brit- 
ish war office with credentials from 
the papers which he wishes to repre- 
sent. There he must answer a long

A NEW KIND OF CORNER. 


4. Coiy Place In Wlilcli to Indite Oe- 


cMloiial -Vote*, 
Etc. 


In flats or small houses, where space 


Is scarce and a goodly amount of room 
has to be given up to seats of all sorts 
—chairs, lounges, cozy corners, and so 
forth—it is often advisable to use com- 
bined furniture aud to turn to profit- 
able account the angles which are gen- 
erally mere waste space. Everybody 
wants a writing table, but as tables 
encroach upon room space the family 
desk frequently has to do duty for all 
the members of the home circle. 


The sketch suggests a writing corner 


that can be easily carried out and thttt 
will be found very convenient in many 
homes where, • owing to insufficient 
room, it Is Impossible that each mem- 
ber of the family should be provided 
with a desk proper. 


The table Itself consists' merely of a 


triangular piece of wood about a 
couple of Inches thick, the front being 
afterward curved. This is fitted into 
the corner of the wall at a convenient 
height and Is supported by and nailed 
to wooden brackets screwed to the 
wall. 


It is a good plan to have, above the 


table, a little corner cupboard for a re- 
lay of stationery and Ink and also to 
add a series of pigeonholes for letters 
and notebooks and bills that can be 
cunningly concealed by a small curtain 
of silk; or the cupboard could be used 
for these things and a shelf take the 
place of the pigeonholes. Such useful 
articles as a wall calendar and a wasto 
paper basket must be added to com-' 
plete the writing corner, the table It- 
self being of depth and width sufficient 
to hold the blotting pad, Ink, pen tray, 
scales and weights and stationery cab- 
inet, some of which could, however, 
for the sake of more "elbow room," 
take up their places on the shelf above.

PREVENT OAT SMUT 


AND POTATO SCAB 


An Important Bulletin Issued to Farm- 


ers By State Horticulturist 


E. S. Goff. 


Madisoa, Wis., March 6 —E. S. God', 


horticulturist for the Wisconsin Experi- 
ment station, has issued a newspaper 
bulletin on preventative of oat smut and 
potato scab, as follows: 


"The loss to the farmers ot Wisconsin 


due to smut in oats amounts to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars annually; practi- 
cally all this loss may be eaved by treat 
ing the seed oats before planting, at a 
very slight cost. All that is necessary 
is to thoroughly saturate th« seed oats 
with a solution made by adding one 
pound of formalin to 50 gallons of water. 
To use this remedy, place a layer ot 
oats three or four inches thick on the 
barn floor and sprinkle them with the 
formalin solution until they are entirely 
wet; then another layer may be placet! 
on the first layer and sprinkled as be- 
fore, repeating the process until all the 
seed oatfc have been sprinkled: then leave 
them in the pile Cor two hours, when 
they should be spread outthinly to dry 
They should be -shoveled over once or 
twice a day until dry. 
If they are to 


be\sown broadcast, it will not. bo neces- 
sary to dry them,
